3. Vehicle used in connection with a crime or operating after suspension traffic
infraction. A law enforcement officer may cause the removal to a suitable parking place of a vehicle
connected with the arrest of the operator or owner of a vehicle or with the issuance of a summons for a
traffic infraction as described in section 2412-A, subsection 8 or used in connection with the commission
of acrime.’

This amendment strikes from the bill language regarding the suspension of an identification card,
as it is not suspended like a driver's license. The amendment also gives a law enforcement officer the
authority to have towed a motor vehicle of a person who is issued a summons for a traffic infraction
operating after suspension.
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
